VANCOUVER, W T, February 24, 1556, 


Lo His Licdlleno the Gozesnor of Washington Territory 

SIR—The undersigned Commissioners, appointed by you under section 4 
of an act entitled ‘‘ An Act to establish a school for the deaf, mute, blind and 
feeble-minaed youth of Washington Territory, would respectfully report 
their action as follows 


Said section 4 of the act referred to makes it the duty of the said Com- 
missioners, ** within thirty days from fhe date of their appointment, to select 
a suitable site and report their action to the Governor ” 


Accordingly, said Commissioners met in the rooms of the First National 
Bank at Vancouver on the twenty-fourth day of February, 1886, and organ- 
ized by the election of S W Brown president and Henry Landes secretary , 
and, having first made such examination of places in and about Vancouver 
as they considered necessary in order to a judicious and suitable selection, 
on motion, they unanimously agreed upon and selected the following de- 
scribed tract ofland as a site for the said school, to wit Begihning at the 
northwest corner of the donation land claim of Joseph Durgan and Nancy 
Durgan in section 24, township2N, R 1 E., Willamette meridian, and 
running thence east 22 50 chains, thence south 23° 30’ east, 8 chains, thence 
south 61° west to creek , thence up said creek south 23° 30“ east, 2 50 chains , 
thence north 61° east, 1 50 chains, thence south 35° 30’ east, 6 chains, thence 
south 14° west, 2 50 chains , thence south 35° 30’ east, 1 50 chains; thence 
south 55° 30’ east, 4 50 chains, thence south 12° east, 1 30 chains, to creek , 
thence up said creek on east bank thereof north 54° east, 2 chains, thence 
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south 64° east, 2 chaims thence south 3 so chams, thence south 38° west, to 
bridge on Fourth Plain Road, thence up the center of said creek south 
62° 30“ east, 7 50 chars, thence south 47° east, 3 75 chains, thence south 
27° 30” cast, 375 chains, thence west 45 40 chains, and thence north 40 
chains to the place of beginning, containing 129 acres, more or less, ex. 
cepting therefrom about 34 acres hcretofore conveved to M C Henslee and 
Wm A Withered, October 14, 1882, by deed recorded on page 252 of Book 
>" ofDeed Records of Clarke Counts, Washington Territory 


The said tract of land is about onc mile outside the oity limits, and can 
be purchased for two thousand dollars, which sum exceeds but little, 1f any, 
the value of substantial improvements on the place, all or nearly all of which 
can be advantageously used for the benefit of the school The land 1s finely 
watered by a pleasant and never failing stream, which passes over its entire 
length and, in our judgment, 1s well calculated for such gardening and farm- 
ing purposes as the success and best interests of the school require
